No. 1-CA (33)/69. — The following draft of certain 
amendments to the Chartered Accountants Regulations, 
1964, which it is proposed to make an exercise of the 
powers conferred by sub-sections (1) and (3) of Section 
30 of the Chartered Accountants Act, 1949 (Act 
XXXVIII of 1949), is published for information of all 
persons like to be affected thereby and notice is here- 
by given that the draft will be taken up for considera- 
tion on or after the 22nd November 1969. 

Any objection or suggestion which may be received 
from any person with respect to the said draft before the 
date specified will be considered by th© Council of the 
Institute of Chartered Accountants of India, New Delhi. 

In the said Regulations : — 

I. In Sub-regulation (1) of Regulation 2, add the 
following clause (v-a), after clause (v), viz., 

“(v-a) “date of election” means the date, and in 
case of more than one date, the earliest of the dates 
fixed for polling”. 

II. Substitute the following Regulation 60 in place of 
the existing Regulation 60 : 

“60 Dates of Election 

The Council shall decide and notify in the Gazette of 
India at least three months before such dates, the dates 
fixed for the following stages of election of members to 
the Council, namely ; — 

1. The last date for receipt of nominations. 
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2. The last date for withdrawal of nominations. 

3, The date or dates of polling. 


4. The last date lor permission to vote by post under 
Regulation 90, 

5. The date for receipt of voting papers by post. 

6. The date or dates for counting of votes, and 

7. The date for declaration of result." 

III. Substitute the following Regulation 61 in place of 
the existing Regulation 61 : — 

“61, Members eligible to vole 

(1) Subject to other provisions of these regulations, 
a member whose names has been born e on the Register 
continuously for a period of not less than six months 
immediately prior to the date of publication of the list 
of voters, shall be eligible to vote. 

(2) He shall be eligible to vote from the regional 
constituency in which his professional address falls on 
the date of preparation of the list of voters, which shall 
be six months before the date of publication of such 
list. 

Provided that 

(i) he is not in arrears in respect of his annual 
membership fee and/or the regional council fee 
on a date 45 days before the date of election; 
and 

(ii) his name has not been removed from the Re- 
gister after publication of the list of voters.” 

IV. In Regulation 63, for the words "three hundred 
and ninety” substitute the words “four hundred, and 
seventy”. 

V. Substitute the following in place of sub-regulation 
(1) of the existing Regulation 64 : — - 

“(1) At least three months before the date of elec- 
tion, the Council shall publish for each regional consti- 
tuency, a list of members eligible to vote, with their 
-address, showing inter alia distinctly and separately — 

(i) whether the voter is an associate or a fellow; 

(ii) the manner in which the voters in any parti- 
cular place shall exercise their franchise; and 

(iii) in case the voters at a place are to exercise 
their franchise at a polling booth, the number 
and address of the polling booth at which the 
franchise shall be exercised. 

Explanation /.—Subject to the provisions of Regula- 
tion 90, the address of a member published in the list 
■of voters shall be final for determining the manner in 
which he shall be entitled to cast his vote, or the consti- 
tuency or the polling booth to which he shall belong for 
the purposes of easting his vote : 

Provided that in a city where there is more than one 
polling booth, simultaneously with the issue of the noti- 
fication. under sub-regulation (4) infra, a letter should 
be posted to each voter intimating the polling booth to 
which he belongs and the Secretary may permit a mem- 
ber attached to a booth to vote at another booth within 
the same city, on an application made in this behalf 
stating the reasons why he wants to vote at the other 
booth, within 60 days of the date of publication in the 
Gazette of India of the notification under sub-regulation 
(4) infra. 

Explanation 11 . — The inclusion of the name of a 
member in the list of members eligible to vote shall not 


confer an. absolute right to vote at the election which 
shall be subject to the other provisions of these Regu- 
lations.” 

VI. In Regulation 65 — 

(a) in sub-regulation (1), for the words "before the 
date, and in case of more than one dato the 
first of the dates of polling fixed for an elec- 
tion, substitute the words “before the date of 
election”. 

(b) in. sub-regulation (2), for the words “on or 
before”, substitute the words ‘‘not later than 
5 P.M. on.” 

VII. In Regulation 67 — 

(a) in sub-regulation (3), add the following Ex- 
planation 111 after the existing Explanation II, 
viz ■ — 

“ Explanation 111. — If a proposer or a seconder incurs 
a disability by reason of the operation of the provisions 
of the. Act and/or these Regulations subsequent to the 
date of signing the nomination, it shall not invalidate the 
nomination.” 

(b) substitute the following sub-regulation in place 
of the existing sub-regulation (4) : — 

“(4) In a case where the nomination or if more 
nominations" than one were filed, all the nominations 
of a candidate has or have been rejected, the 
Secretary shall give notice of his decision together with 
a brief statement of his reasons therefor to the candidate 
concerned by registered post." 

VIII. At the end ot sub-regulation (1) of Regulation 
68, for the words “whose nomination has been accepted 
as valid”, substitute the words "who had filed his nomi- 
nation.” 

IX. In sub-regulation ( 1 ) of regulation 69, for the time 
“3.00 P.M.”, substitute the time "5.00 P.M." 

X. At the end of sub-reguiation (1) of Regulation 70, 
for the words “to the voters for that constituency”, 
substitute the words "to the voters of that constituency". 

XI. In Regulation, 71 — 

(a) renumber the existing regulation as sub-regula- 
tion (1); 

(b) in sub-regulation (1) so renumbered, for the 
words “before the dutc, and in case of more 
than one date, the first of the dates of polling, 
fixed for the elections" substitute tho words 
“before the date of election”; 

(c) Add the following sub-regulation (2) : — - 

“(2) The votes cast in favour of any such 
candidate shall be deemed to have been cast in 
favour of the candidate, if any, next in order 
of preference in the voting paper.” 

XII. In sub-regulation (1) of Regulation 72, for tho 
words “before the date, and in case of more than one 
date the first of the dates, fixed for polling”, substitute 
the words “before the date of election”. 

XIII. In sub-regulation (3) of Regulation 79, for the 
words “at least thirty days before the date and in case 
of more than one date the first of the dates, fixed for 
poll" substitute the words “at least thirty days before 
the date of election". 

XIV. For existing sub-regulations (1) & (2) of Regu- 
lation 82, substitute the following : — 

“(1) 'Every person claiming to be a voter shall be 
required to sign the copy of the list of members

“twenty five days before the date of election”. 

XVI. Substitute the following Regulation 90 in place 
of the existing Regulation 90 : — 

“90. Eligibility to vot e by post 

(1) A member whose name is included in the list of 
voters and whose name is not shown under any polling 
booth shall be permitted to vote by post. 

(2) A member who is entitled to vote at a polling 
booth may be permitted, at the discretion of the Secretary, 
to vote by post (a) if by reason of there being a perma- 
nent change in his address from the address published 
in the list of voters to another place beyond a radius 
of ten miles from the polling booth, he is unable to 
exercise his vote at the polling booth allotted to him 
or (b) if he is actually residing beyond a radius of ten 
miles from the polling both allotted to him. 

(3) In a case where even though there has been no 
permanent change in address, a member has intimated to 
the Secretary that he would uot be in a position to cast 
his vote at the polling booth allotted ot him as he expects 
to be away from his permanent address on the date of 
election and furnishes the address to which the voting 
paper may be sent, he may also be permitted, at the 
discretion of the Secretary, to vote by post. 

(4) An application in the appropr.ate Form, for per- 
mission to vote by post, shall be sent to the Secrctaiy 
so as to reach him at least 45 days before the date of 
election in case of sub-regulation (21 and 60 days before 
the date of election in case of sub-regulation (3) and an 
application not received with the time specified shall 
not be considered. 

(5) Any misuse of the concession under this regula- 
tion or any misstatement or false verification in this 
behalf shall render the member liable for disciplinary 
action under Rguiation 103. 

(6) A member who has been permitted to vote by 
post shall record his vote before a Magistrate, a Gazetted 
Officer, a Justice of file Peace, a Notary Public, or 
Principal or head of a college affiliated to a university or 
of a higher secondary school recognised by the com- 
petent authority, in a room where no one else shall be 
permitted to be present and the attesmr while attesting 
the signature of the voter shall state the designation of 
the office held by him and also affix thereon the seal of 
his office. 

(7) A member who is residing outside India shall, not- 
withstanding anything contained in tins Chapter, be per- 
mitted to vote by Post and his vote need not be attested 
in the manner provided for in sub-regulation (6) above.” 

XVII. In Regulation 99, for the words “two persons”, 
substitute the words “two oi more persons”. 


XVIII. Substitute the following Regulation 102 in 
place of the existing Regulation 102 : — 

“102. Election not to be invalid due to accidental 

omission etc. 

No election shall be deemed to be invalid merely by 
reason ot any accidental irregularity or informality in 
the conduct of the elecfiou, including accidental omission 
to send or delay in sending the voting Dancr to a voter 
or the accidental non-receipt of, or delay in receipt of a 
voting paper, by a voter.” 

XIX. Substitute the following Regulation 103 in place of 
the existing Regulation 103 :- — 

“103. Disciplinary action against member in con- 
nection with conduct of election. 

A. A member shall be liable to disciplinary action bv 
the Council, if, in connect'ou with election to the Council 
of the Institute, he is found to have taken part, directly 
or indirectly, either himself or through any other person, 
in any of the following activities : — 

(1) issuing manifestoes or circulars; 

(2) organising parties to entertain voters. 

Explanation. — For the purpose of clause (1) above, 
the term "circular” would not include a personal letter 
addressed to an individual which happens to contain a 
request for a vote though, if a similar letter were to be 
sent to a number of voters it would amount to "circular”. 

B. A member shall be liable to disciplinary action 
by the Council, if he adopts one or more of the follow- 
ing practices with regard to the election to the Council, 
namely : — 

(1) Bribery, that is to say, any gift, offer or promise, 
of any gifts or gratification to any person by a candi- 
date or any other person, with his connivance, with the 
object directly or indirecly of. 

(a) inducing a member to stand or not to stand 
as a candidate at an election or rewarding him 
for act or omission; or 

(b) inducing to withdraw his candidature or re- 
warding such withdrawal; or 

(c) inducing a voter to vote or not to vote at an 
election, or as a reward for act or omission. 

Explanation. — For the purposes of this clause, the 
term “gratification” is not restricted to pecuniary gratifi- 
cations or gratifications estimable in money, and it in- 
cludes all forms of entertainment and all forms of em- 
ployment for reward; but it does not include the payment 
of any expenses bona fide incurred at or for the purpose 
of any election. 

(2) Undue influence, that is to say, any direct or 
indirect interference or attempt to interfere on the 
part of a candidate or of any other person, with his 
connivance, with the free exeicise of any electoral right. 

(3) The publication, by a candidate or by any other 
person, with his connivance, of any statement of fact 
which is false, and which he either believes to be false 
or does not believe to be true, in relation to the personal 
character or conduct of any candidate or in relation to 
the candidature or withdrawal of any candidate, being 
a statement reasonably calculated to prejudice the pros- 
pects of that candidate’s election. 

(4) The obtaining or proem ing or abetting, or 
attempting to obtain or procure, by a candidate or by 
any other person, with his connivance, any assistance for 
the furtherance of the prospects of the candidate’s 
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election from any person serving under the Government 
of India or the Government of any State, other than 
the giving of vote by such person, if he is a member 
entitled to vote. 

(5) The hiring or procuring, whether on payment or 
otherwise, of a vehicle by a candidate or by any other 
person, with his connivance, for thp conveyance of 
voters. 

(6) Any act specified in sub-regulations (1) to (5) 
above, when done by a member, who is not a candi- 
date or a member acting with the connivance of a 
candidate. 

(7) The receipt by a member or an agreement by a 
member to receive, any gratification — 

(a) as an inducement or reward for standing or 
not standing, as a candidate; or 

(b) as an inducement or reward for withdrawing 
his candidature; or 

(c) as an inducement or reward for himself or 
any other person for voting or refraining from 
voting; or 

(d) as an inducement or reward for inducing or 
attempting to induce any voter to vote or 
refrain from voting; or 

(e) inducing or attempting to induce any candi- 
date to withdraw his candidature. 

(8) Contravention or misuse of any of the provisions 
of this Chapter or making of any false statement know- 
ing it to be false or without knowing it to be true, 
while complying with any of th e provisions of this 
Chapter.” 

XXI. In Regulation 112— 

(a) For clause (i) ol sub-regulation (1), substitute 
the following : — 

“(l)(i)(a) Subject to other provisions of these re- 
gulations, a member whose name has been borne 
on the regional Register continuously for a period 
of not less than six months immediately prior to 
the date of publication of the list of voters, shall 
be eligible to vote. 

(b) He shall be eligible to vote for electing the 
Regional Council for the regional constituency in 
which his professional address falls on the date of 
preparation of the list of voters, which shall be 
six months before the date of publication of such 
list. 

(i) Provided that lie is not in a rears in respect 
of his annual membership fee and/or the 
regional council fee on a date 45 days before 
the date of election; and 

(ii) his name has not been removed from the 
Register after publication of the list of voters.” 

(b) In clause (ii)(a) of sub-regulation (1), for the 
words “the date, and in case of more than one date 
the first of the dates of polling fixed for an election,”, 
substitute the words “the date of election,” 

(c) Delete sub-regulation (2); 

(d) In sub-regulation (4), for the words “hundred 
and ninety five”, substitute the words “two hundred and 
thirty five”; 

(e) In clause (i) of sub-regulation (4A), for the 
words "the date fixed for polling”, substitute the words 
“the date of election,’’
